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Thus ends the mod magnificent Work I know of, 
fince the Art of Printing has been difcover'd : The 
Defcriptions are all given in both Englifh and French $ 
and the Figures being drawn by the ingenious Au- 
thor after Life, were afterwards etched by himfclf, 
and all the illuminated Sets were colour'd under 
his Diredions, and all touched up and finifh'd by 
his own Hand.
